Ironically, one suggestion for improving the 
Quality of uie Illinois legislature would be to cut 
down on its quantity. 

This suggestion appears to have some merit ; 
After all, a Rolls Royce is regarded as a high quality 
car, but they don't make many of them. 

The present Illinois legislature has its eyes set 
on quantity. Although this present session is only; 
five months old, legislators have already inta^-, 
duced 4,526 bills and numerous resolutions. 

Representatives are much more prolific, haying 
introduced 3,027 bills compared to Ae Senators' ; 
1,499. But then, there are three times as many 
representatives than senators, v " 

By the end of this General Assembly in January 
1977, we could very well have a new record set 
for bill introductions. All this comes at a tremen- 
dous cost, of i course. Estimates run as high as 
$4,000 for each bill passed. 

One legislator has already suggested that: only ' 
proposals be introduced and that actual bills be 
processed out of the legislature's standing commit- 
tees. This would certainly Cut down-on the num- 
ber of final bill introductions; ; 

Another suggestion that has caught the attention 
of legislators who are tired of the seemingly end- 
less sessions would limit the legislature in even- 
numbered years to the cbnsideration-of revenue 
and appropriation measures only. 

Under this proposal the odd-numbered, year 
sessions— such as the one currently meeting in 
Springfield—would be open to all types of bills. 
But an even-numbered year session would meet 
only three months from April through June to con- 
sider the Governor's Budget and m^e^appiSJfri^-; 
tions to run \ state government during the next 
fiscal year. Such a change would require an amend- 
ment to the state constitution. Senate Majority 
Leader Philip J. Rock of Chicago has introduced 
such a proposal. 

The limitation on legislative sessions would 
have many benefits for the people of Illinois, not 
the least of which would be the ability to retain 
some of its best citizen legislators who leave pub- 
lic office because they cannot maintain their busi- 
nesses or professions and continue to serve.

Calcium deposits in the 
joints of some bursitis ; suffer- 
ers are not caused by exces- 
sive calcium intake, nor is it 
caused by a disorder of calci- 
um metabolism. In fact, an 
additional problem could 
complicate this condition if 
calcium were too severely re- 
stricted from the diet. 

A reduction in calcium 
would result in the body tak- 
ing the calcium it heeds for 
other functions from the 
bones and a gradual demin- 
eralizatioh of the bones — os- 
teoporosis — might occur.

' Gout is of ten grouped with 
arthritis and rheumatism ; ' 
however, there is a marked 
difference. Gout is the result 
of an overproduction of uric 
acid in the body. 

It was once thought that 
gout was helped by eliminat- 
. ing red meat and other pro- 
tein from the diet. Today, 
however, it is usually con- 
trolled by medicine and 
dietary restriction of purines 
found in organ meats — liver, 
kidney, heart. Anchovies and 
sardines should also be 
omitted from the gout diet.
